While these wounds
were belng dressed on the fleld, he was
wounded a th'rd time In the head by
shrapnel. Refusing to y'eld. his com-
mand and retire to a hospital in the
rear, the then Colonel Pizzarello ordered
hls regiment 1o advance, and met the
Austrinns In a0 hand-te-hand encounter
and put them to rout with the bayonet.
For his cournge in that actlon he wan
promoted to general
